Tbe single "work in Arakic is on politeness or manners called '' adak ” 
amongst MakOmedans. The Assamese books are mainly educational ; 
only two being on the Brdhmo religion. 

Of the remaining kooks are 6 of biography in Bengali, These con- 
sist of the lives of Justices^ Shamkundth Pundit and Dwdrkdndth Mitra, 
also of Dwdrkdndth Thdkur and Madamohan Tarkalaukdr, -who both 
wrote and edited several educational books adapted for, the nse of the 
lower schools. . There is also a Biography of Edmgopfl Ghosh of mer- 
cantile reputation. 

The Bengali dramaa show a very large increase, having risen to 78 
against 11 of last year. Of these there axe ho less than 19 on the 
famous case of the Mohanta of Tdrakeshwar; one on the case of Ishwar 
Ndpit of Howrah; one on the oppression of zemindars; one on card- 
gambling ; two on the oppression of police ofScers ; two on Hindoc; 
family customs; one call^ “the Great Moirket War,” in whi(^] 
Mr. Hogg and his officials and Bdbu Hirdldl Shil are the dramati 
j)er«once; one called “ Ekei ki bold Bdngali Sdheb ” (or Is this called tl 
Bengali Sahib) wherein the character and habits of that class of edi 
cated natives called Young Bengal are delineated, as also his attempt f 
ape the manners and customs of Europeans is held up to ridicule. i 
, There are three works in fiction which may call for notice : on 
" Mdtaler Sabhd, or the Drunkards' assembly,” showing the ruinous effec 
of the vice of intemperance ; the second is a supposed dialogue betwei 
two persons on the great improvements effected in the ciiy of Calcuttt 
and in the third, the habits of the progressive Brihmos are censured. ■ 

In hist’Ory, besides that of Bdjsthfin, we have the History of Grf 
in Bengali, the “ Charitd Manjari,” including events down to thei 
sent reign, and a brief history of the English administration in, ' 

In English we have Lethbrid^'s History of Bengal; Sketches frl-^ 
History of India, by a Native, and a reprint of “ Colonel Tod's ahi^ 
and antiquities of Rajasthftn. • v 

In language may be noticed the “ Bachashpatya,” " Chandrakosh” an 
Amarkosh Sanskrit dictionaries, as also thr^ Sanskrit and English 'di 
tionarios, and one work called “ Unidi Sutra" or rules for versificatn 
in Sanskrit. 

In law, the Mahomedan Law of Inheritance and the “ Hindu La,^ 
of Adoption, " both in Bengali, may be noticed ; as also the Tagore law 
lectures of Bfliu Shdmdchardn Sirkor, consisting of the Mahomedan 
Sunni and Shiah laws in English. 

In medicine, a “ Manual of Surgery 'f by Assistant Surgeon R^m 
Nfirfiyan Dass, and a hand-book of midwifery compiled by “ Mir Mush- 
nraf Ali,"_ deserve attention. There is also a work on the treatment 
of snake bites by Shrindth Baneqi. 

Amongst miscellaneoui works deserving notice are four controversia] 
works for and against Hi ndoo polygamy and widow marriage, the 
authors of which are the well-known Ishwarchalidra Bidy^sdgar on the 
one side, and some Hindoo professors on the other. The Duties of Land- 
lords and Tenants; a work on Cookery; two books on Fancy Needlework 
by Mrs. Thomas and Mrs. Vaughan; one on the habits and mannerf 
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of different clnsscss of Hindoo society ; two on tlio B<irindra race of 
weavers, and an excellent discourse delivered by B/ibu fWjndrtiyan Basu 
at tlio Hindoo mdld or fair, and called " Sc-kdl-fir-d-kiil, " dwelling on 
two distinct periods in tlie History of India, viz,, one from tbo ad- 
vent of the English to tbo year 1816, and tbo other on the subsequent 
years,- wherein thc'various changes in Hindoo society aro shown, and one 
on the ^lohanta of lYirdkcshmir may arrest attention. In English the 
work deserving notice is a book called " Effect of the British rule in 
India ” by " Lalitmohan Kar, " showing the persecuting spirit rmder 
the Mahomedan rule, and making allusion to the assassination of Lord 
Jlayo and Chief Justice Norman. These acts are contrasted with the 
benefits derived under the British rule; objections, however, are taken to 
the income tax : Act XIV (better known as the Prostitutes' Act) : the 
exportation of rice, duties on salt, &c. The Lucknow album, containing 
,60 well-executed photographs with descriptive letter press, calls also 
for some notice. A work on the Mohanta of Tdmkeshwar in Hindi also, 
nds to "show the current of feeling which sot in amongst the Hindoos 
fgainst such a priest, when bis villainous acts were exposed, and the 
cdprit himself brought to -trial and punished. 

~ In philosophy, there are several nmnbors of the “ Jogbdshishta E^imd- 
jXna" in Bengali, and 10 works in Sanskrit. 

_ In religion, we have a collection of RSmmohdn Roy's works for the 
. rahmos ; a few translations for the Christian religion ; the Mdh&b^h- 
t in Bengali, also in Sankrit and Bengali for the Hindoos, and 20 
ligious works in Sanslcrit. 

In science, there are the usual books in Arithmetic, one on Men- 
iration, as also a descriptive Geography of India ; one on Physical 
‘ mce ; and one on ancient and modem divisions of land and water in 
-a which deserve attention. 

j,JJ^-the four books on travels and voyages there are two in English of 
Drax) Europe ; one of which has been 'translated into Bengali j and 
ij.jourth is a tour through the North-Western Provinces. 

IRere has been a vdry large increase during the year in periodicals, 
specially in Bengali. In English there has been an increase of 2 ; 
lihdustimi 1 ; Sanskrit 1 ; Hindi and Sanskrit 1, and in Bengali 14. 

Ja the last language there are two periodicals in law and two in medi- 
jine ; but the principal miscellaneous one deserves notice. It it called 
ue "Basantak,'' or Indian Punch, illustrated with large-shed lithographed 
cartoons and sketches, caricaturing for the most part Mr. Hogg and the 
mimicipality ; also the drainage work, the DhurramtoUah Market Row, 
and famine affairs. Doubtless great humour and wit are evinced both 
in" the letter press and the sketches.

There is thus, with a slight decrease in the number of books, a per- 
ceptible increase in the other three items. The falling off vmder the im- 
portant head of books seems only temporary and is noticeable chiefly in 
works compiled for the use of schools. The less important publications 
under the head pamphlets, consisting mainly of religious tracts and re- 
prints of hymns and sacred lyrics in the vernacular, are considerably 
more numerous tliis year, and show in a practical way what are popular 
and most in reqne^. The steady increase in the number of periodicals 
is also satisfactory. 

3. In the annexed analysis will be found n table showing the clas- 
sification of the registered publications under three other general groups,' 
thus, original works 100, translations 89, republications 617. 

Of the above, though the numbers of tbe first two classes have in- 
creased, yet the ratio they bear to the total of registered works is about 
that of the previous year. The repnblicaiions are five-sixths of the 
whole, indicating some merit in the original works; for, it is not always 
that there is a demand for anew edition of a book, and very few original 
works reach a second edition. I find also that, taken with reference to 
languages, the Tamil publications come out well as usual, forming nearly 
a half of the total number registered. The Telugu are half the Tamil, 
and the Sanskrit are half the Telugu, while the ratio of publications in • 
English shows a sign of decline, being hardly better than that for Sans- 
krit, and having fallen from something above fifteen per cent to something 
above nine per cent of the total this year. There is, on the other hand, 
an increase in the number of Mahomedan publications, which is a little 
Over the munber of thosc in English. 
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4', From miotlicr detailed table in the accompanjnng' nnnlj'sis, the 
usual clnssificatioa of the publications, necording' to sirbject-m alter under 
fifteen heads, can be seen. Compared with the statement for the pre- 
vious year, the present shows some mcrease under tlio Drama, Fiction, 
Religion and Miscellaneous, w'hile under other heads little change is 
seen except a falling off, especially under Language, Medicine, Politics 
and Science. I shall here add n few brief remarks naming the more 
noteworthy works under each head. 

Biography . — The only work of general interest deserving special 
mention in this class of writing is that issued by our enterprising pub- 
lishing Firm of Messrs. Higginbotham and Co., under the title of “Men 
whom India has Icnown, ” a book of brief biographical memoirs in Eng- 
lish of cmineut Indian characters, compiled from various sources, and there- 
fore containing information not elsewhere obtainable in sueh a condensed 
form. 

Of the dramatic works, the “ Eediviva, ” an original allegory in the 
form of a melodrama from the pen of tho Vice-Chancellor of the Madras 
University, the comprising such characters ns Reason, 

the Spirit of Revolution, the Penal Code, Misrule, Ignoraueo and In- 
trigue, &c., is a new publicatiph favorably received in Madras. A Tamil 
translation in plain prose of Shakespeare's Merchant of Venice may also 
be mentioned as being tho first effort of its kind. TIio rest are republi- 
cations of old dramatic works, of which tho celebrated Sakuntala, Pra- 
sarina, Eagh.ava and Vasanta Tilakam, printed for the first time in the 
vernacular characters' of this part of India are likely to attract the stu- 
dents and teachers of Sanskrit. Va fiction there is nothing new to note, 
excepting the first three numbers of a series of tales from Sanskrit dra- 
mas, written in readable Tamil and Telugu on the model of Lamb's 
Tales from Shakspeare. These Indian classic tales in a small compass 
have been called forth by the liberal rewards recently offered by the 
Madras School Book and Vernacular Literature Society, and, as an in- 
troduction to the Sanskrit works of Ralidas, Sriharsha, and other Indian 
dramatists of old, with whom the general reader in the Tamil or Telugu 
country is not very familiar, tho series arc meeting with a fair share 
of public favor. The rest of -the publications in this group are but old 
tales and stories, several times reprinted, being popular with the people. 

History . — Tho works under this head are chiefly school books or 
legendary accounts of ancient India. The old writers of this country 
wrote its annals in verse in a style often verbose and apbqted, and hence 
tho scarcity of accurate prose accounts in the vemaSOlar languages of 
great historical events .and characters. Tho appearance, therefore, in 
Malay alum of a compendious history of Travancore from the pen of tho 
late Diwan, Sir T. Madhava Row, tracing its rise and progress as a Na- 
tive State, is welcome as a successful effort in this class of vernacular 
composition. 

Language . — ^Text books for tho University Examinations, School- 
readers in prose and poetry. Elementary Grammars, Vocabularies, Lexi- 
cons, and Teachers’ Helps, predominate under this head, and these are 
for the most part re-issues of old hooks. 

The bulk of the publications on law consist of reprints and vemacii- 
lai- versions of Acts, orders and judgments and rules of practice with 
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notes. The new and improved editions of MacNangh ten’s Principles 
and Precedents of Hindu Law ; Mr. Tarrant’s New Digest of the Decisions 
of the Privy Council, compiled for the use of the numerous practi- 
tioners in the Mofossil j Mr. Tirumala Rao’s notes on the _ Indian 
Contract Act and Privy Council Judgments on appeals from India; Mr. 
■Wigram’s Digest of the rules and orders relating to the practice and 
procedure of the Madras High Court and tlio Courts subordinate tliere- 
to, with a summary of authoritative constructions of the Civil 
Procedure Code; and a Tamil version of Mayne’s Commentaries on the 
Penal Code, may he noticed as' the most important of the law publica- 
cations of the 3'ear. _ _ ■ 

' Medicine. — The only new work of any mark in this collection is the 
" Indian Pamily Doctor ” by Dr. G. E. King, intended as a guide for 
every family when medical aid is fiir distant, and one has to trust to his 
own unaided resources. The rest are the favorite old books of the Native 
Vytyon and the Hakeem, chiefly in Tamil and Sanskrit verse. 

' The miscellaneons heading is large, and the variety in it is not less 
remarkable than usual, consisting, as it does, mainly'- of pamphlets and 
periodical publications, school geographies and the like, which could not 
be well classed under any of the other heads. The most noteworthy of 
the geographical works is the thoroughly revised and enlarged edition of 
Mr. Duncan’s Geography of India, written in a dear and interesting 
style. Of the periodicals, one is a monthly journal in English devoted 
to educational matters, and another in Tamil containing papers on re- 
ligious topics, while the remainder, including Janavinodini, an 
illastrated Tamil Magazine of the School-book and Vernacular Liter- 
ature Society, are of the popular information class, mingling the ' 
amusing and instructive in lair proportion. Dr. Nicholson’s work on 
Indian Snakes, published with illustrations, is an interesting volume 
hkely to serve as a book of reference on the special subject of which it 
treats. There is a pamphlet entitled " Examinations, ” containing hints 
and suggestions on the subject of University Examinations, and closing 
with practical advice as to careful self-examination of one’s daily actions . 
and duties, and the final examination by an unerring Judge ■” alone. 
Next come some four books on Rifle Exercises, Musketry Drill, and 
Army Regulations in Hindustani, which will attract military readers ; 
and then follow three Sanskrit and Telugu books on Hindu Mntic, 
dancing and pantomime. A little book of Indian Cookery appears next, 
with simple directions for preparing a- variety of savoury dishes learnt 
from native cooks, &o., especially of Southern India. Then I find a 
new hand-book, probably the first of the kind, containig useful direc- 
tions to the 'Forts in the Madras Presidency and Ceylon, and a lecture 
on Modem Agricnltnre in Tamil, addressed to those interested in the 
welfare of the Indian farmer. Lastly, this miscellaneous collection 
includes the quarto plates and descriptions of the principal timber trees, 
and of new and rare plants of Southern India in continuation -of the 
scries noticed in previous years. 

Under Poetry come several cheap editions, large or small, of popular 
poets in the vernacular languages, epic and other poems in Sanskrit, 
rehearsing the achievements of Rama, Krishna and the Pandu Princes, 
&c., and a collection of verses of different degrees of merit in a variety 
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of metres sliowing llicir tmlhors’ powers of versification, ' Lesidcs the 
reprints of some of the English and Oriental poets intended for the 
Universit}' Examinations. 

The column of Poliiics is altogether bare this pear, owing probably 
to the very quiet times in which we live. 

The publications devoted to Religion and Philosophy are the most 
numerous, and show in the most practical way the tendencies of nature, 
study, and reading. The hulk of these, in the classical and vernacular 
]angu.agcs, nrc partly hymns and sacred lyrics, and partly expositions of 
Hinduism and Hindu Mythology; some relate to Mussulman doctrines, 
and a third set arc Christian Missionary Tracts. 

Under the head of Science, Mathemalical, come some small element- 
ary books in jVrithmetic for the use of lower-class schools, and a Telugu 
book of astronomical tables in verse, not intelligible to the ordinary 
reader, while there is nothing of interest to note in Natural Scienee, 
this class being made up of a few books on Astrology, Auguiy, &c., 
patronized only by Hindus. 

Travels . — Hie two publications under this head are both English, 
the one descriptive of a visit to the Australian Colonics, and the other 
of the Nundidroog, Ramandroog, and other hill ranges of Mysore and 
Bellary, resembling from its style a transcript from a traveller’s 

6. The publications may again be divided, ns was done last year, into 
two great divisions, as shown in the last table in the annexed statement, 
viz., (1) Educational, and (2) Non-educalional works. There are 143 of 
tne firrt and 613 of the second, and the former, the demand for which is 
special, is slightly under one-fifth of the whole, which, compared with 
the previous year, shows a decrease in number; and this is perhaps due 
chiefly to the report of the Committee for the revision of school books, 
and the action of Government thereon in ordering a revised set of text- 
books in the several languages. The table under notice also brings into 
view the increased activity in the vernacular languages, and fhnS 
sustains the view with which I concluded my last year’s report ; and 
the taste for reading thus augmented must, in the nature of things, 
necessarily spread more widely among the people, and will in process of 
time lead to a more extended cultivation of the ' vernacular langu- 
ages. 

6. The number of books in whose case their copyright has been 
registered during the year is sixty-four against seventy-five in the pre- 
ceding year. At present the registration of copyright is no doubt 
imperfect, owing to the inattention which is paid to the provisions of 
the law, and it is not an uncommon practice among native printers and 
publishers in Madras, to insert the usual formula “’copyright registered” 
in the title pages of their books without registering such right in this 
office. 

7. Before closing this report, I should add that no work of a sedi- 
tions tendency has been published during the year, that is, so far as I 
am aware ; for, it may be that all publications are not brought up for 
registration, though I have no reason to suppose that such is the case. 
As regards the moral tone of the vernacular books, it seems on the whole 
improving.

4'. The following ahstracfc shews iho total number of works registered 
in the different languages under the heads Original Works, Translations 
and Bepuhlications. : — ' 
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6. There are 74 English works in all. Forty of these are com- 
prised xmder the head Jliscellaneous.” 'fhis most comprehensive head- 
ing comprises puldications of very varying merits from that exceedingly 
brilliant, able and instructive report of Dr. Lumsdaine on the late 
census of Bombay, and the numbers of that well-known periodical, the 
Indian Antiquary, full of curious oriental erudition, down to the driest 
pamphlets as "Tables of daily pay of British soldiers in India." As 
the cliief object of this report is to notice the work of the native literary 
activity, rather than the ofEcial or professional writings of the European 
gentlemen, and as there appear to me no works of the former description 
requiring particular mention, I proceed to notice the works written in 
other languages. 

6. The Portuguese works are too insignificant to deserve any special . 
mention. 

7. I beg now to proceed to notice the oriental works registered 
during the year under review. They appear in one, two, or more than 
two languages. The Presidency has four great vernaculars, viz., Rlah- 
ratti, Guzerati, Canarese and Sindi. Hindustani is also used as a 
vernacular by a considerable part of the population. This last language 
has two distinct forms, respectively nam^ Hindi and Urdu. The basis 
of both is the same, but in the former the Sanskrit element predomi- 
nates, while the Persian and Arabic elements predominate in the latter. 
The former is generally written in the Devanagri character, while the 
Persian ebameter is generally employed in writing the latter. There 
are some dialects more or less varying from the great vernaculars men- 
tioned above.

(ho hooks ]'rinted in this Presidenoy. 

P. The total nninhiT of workn helonging (o (he class Oriental regis- 
tcriNl durinir the j I'ar is 025. Out of these, .'1211, (hat in, a little more 
(han om-hnlf, nu' original jinxlnetions; 15.5, that, is, ahnnt onc-eighleentli 
of (he total, are translations; and 2(M-, that is, pomcwlint less (lian one- 
half of the total, are reprints or reprodnetionR. Again, dividing them 
into cihicational and non-eilne:itional works, we timl (hat 01, or some- 
what, le.ss than onc-sixlh of the total, arc educational works, and (lie 
remaining 6:51, that is, more than five-sixths, are non-cJnc.ilional jmhli- 
entions. Again, when (he worlcs are classilied according to the langnnge.s 
they are written in, M.ahnitti has ICt), or about, onc-fonrth of the tola! ; 
while Gnr.er.iti has 100, or a little Ics.s than one-third of the whole. 
Tims, this year, though the jmre Alaliratti pnhlications arc somewhat 
fewer than (he pure (inr.erati works, yet, if (ho works in Mahralti and 
Sanskrit (55) and Alahr.alti and Jinglish (2S) are added to the jinro 
^lahralti hooks, and the s.amc thing is done to the Guzorati publica- 
tions, that, is, works in Gnzerati and linglish (7), and Guzerati and 
Sanskrit (.5) are added to the pure Gnzcmti lioolcs, they respectively 
amount to 22.T and 202 ; that is, oinMliird of the literary activity of 
the year, if it can he measured hy such a ernde measure ns the mere 
nnmhcr of works, lielongs to the Mahraltas, and one-third to the Guze- 
ratis, inehuling the class of that very active and forward race, the Parsis. 

10. 'llio Cnnarcse has only one hook during the whole year. 
Sindi, which had only one hook during 1873, has in the year 
under report not less than fi t hooks ; hut, properly speaking, many 
of these belong not to this year, hut to previous ones, and 
are included in the present yc.ir hy a mere accident. The same thing 
has happened to the Urdu and Persian hooks, whose nnmher also in this 
report is umisuall}' large. The cause of this occurrence has been already 
mentioned in paragraph 2nd. "With llieso few preliminary remarks of a 
general character, i ■will now proceed to review more particidarly, hut 
briefly, some of the publications in the collection which appear to me to 
deserve or call for a special remark, in the order of headings under 
which they are arranged in the appendix, 

11. Biography . — Only four publications are given under this heading, 
vis., one Alnhratti, two Gnzeratr and one Persian. Tire first is a short 
life of Peter the Great of llussin. It is compiled from English hooks. 
It is a little interesting hook, written in an easy and agreeable style. 
One of the Guzerati works is entitled “Tuzkarntul Hukuma'' an ethical 
and hiographical work, emhodjang the life, writings and moral doctrines 
of the Grecian, Roman, Persian and the modern Mahomedan pliilosophers, 
moralists and classical -writei-s ; to which are added several chapters on eti- 
quette and the happiness of domestic life, selected from the “ Akhalak-i- 
Naziri.” It is given under No. 115 of the third quarterly catalogue. 
It is a translation from a Persian work. It gives short sketches of the 
lives and opinions of the cclehratcd authors of tlie aueieut and modern 
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nnlioiiB named in llic litlo. Tlio oilier Guzcrali boolc ip loo mnll to 
deserve nny special nolicc. Tlic Persian ynildioalion, named “Nufklmtul 
Nus/’ or llic heart 7 )lcnBin{>: hook, is n work of pretty good size, It^ is 
given ns No. 1 in n sniiplcincnt to (he fourlii catalogue of the year 1S73. 
It gives the lives of diii'ercnl. !Mnhomodan saints. 

12. Drama . — ^Thcre are ten |iuhtieations nndnr tliis^ head ; three of 
them arc Mnhmtli and the remaining seven arc Guzemtk Of the three 
former “ Shankar Digivijnya Nalnk, or a drama relating the yicton' 
ohtained by Shnnknracharija in nil directions,^' given nt No. 1)2 in the 
first quarterly calalognc, is the onl}' one which deserves nny special 
mention. It relates, in the form of a drama, the legendary story of 
Shankarnchnrya, the great interpreter of the Vedantl’hilosophy, and tho 
founder of the Adwnit school, llic story is evidently b.nscd on a Sniu^kiit 
work named Shankar Wijaya, by Widynranya, from which the dramatist 
quotes hero and there. The liook, thongh interesting, rends more like n 
story than a drama. Tlio remaining two ISlnlirntti publications arc too 
poor to deserve a special mention. 

13. Of tho seven Guzerati works, three arc ilie prodnclions of 


Hindus, and the remaining four of Parsis. “ Lnkshmi Natak,” or the 
drama of Luksbmi, registered at No. Gl in the first quarterly catalogue, 
is the production of u very popular author enjoying considerable loc.il 
fame ns author and poet. Tlie drama is framed, as the author informs 
ns in tho preface, after the model of a similar piece from tlic celebrated 
Greek dramatist Aristophanes. It tries to account for the fact, so often 
lamented over' by poets and moralists, that the wiclccd too often jimsiior, 
and the virtuous repine in adversity. The work consists of n dialogtic 
between a prince, poor and virtuous; a servant of bLs, faithful but im]>n- 
dent, and Lnkshmi, tlic Hindu Goddess of wealth. The last is repre- 
sented as an old but blind woman. The book is amusing and readable. 
Another publication cntilled “ Narmnknwitn, Kbrisbna Knmnri ; or .an 
elephant lights with an elephant, and the (innocent) trees suifer from 
the quarrel," is registered at No. 73 in the first quarterly catalogue. 
The author, Mr. Nurmadashnnkar, is also a very popular author .among 
the Guzeratis, and has produced several works tioth in ^irosc and verse. 
"The story which serves as tlie basis of the drama is l.aken from Tod’s 
Rajasthan. Tho events it relates are historie.ally true and comparatively 
modem. The story is very p.atbolic and tmgic.al, and is a very goo<l 
subject for poets and dramatists. The present drama is a very creditable 
performnnee." Another book under this head, entitled " Chandra hlukbi 
Natak, or adrama on intemperance, &c.," is given at No. 15 in tlie 
second quarterly catalogue. The drama, thougli consistin'^ of three acts 
only, extends over 550 pages 1 The piece is snroly too long for a drama. 
One of the sp^cliM in it covers abont 50 pages, and is in itself a big 
ei^ay on the evils of dnnking It is filled with all sorts of quotations. 
Tlie story is imaginary and of veiy ordinary character. Tlio four rc- 
twr short pieces com-

literary inorits. Tlic few following ones may lie noticed more parti- 
cularly. “ Richardaclien cliaritra, or a story of Richard/"’ given at No. 
Si in the first quarterly (catalogue, is an attempt to render into Mahratti 
“ Ivanboe/’ — one of the most beautiful novels of Sir Waller Scott. The 
translator, however, often omits the best portions of the tale. Compared 
■with the original, the Mahratti adaptatation is exceedingly poor, yet tlio 
latter may he read by the vernacular reader who does not know English, 
with amusement aud interest. “ Elizabeth, or the exiles of Siberia,"’^ a 
Mahratti translation of an English tale of the above title, given at No. 
25 in the second quarterly catalogue, is an excellent performance, and 
is deservedly patronized by the Educational Department. "Prema- 
bandhan, or the love-tie,"’^ registered at No. ?0 in the third quarterly 
catalogue, is an original work of considerable literary merit. It contains 
interesting scenes, and pourtrays now and ihen native domestic life in 
high position. “ Nand Hatrishi, or a story of Raja Nand and his prad- 
hdn Wailochan, by Sdmalbhat," registered at No. 79 in the third 
quarterly catalogue, is a short but beautiful poem, full of fine images 
and sentiments. Raja Nand happens to hear of the extraordinary 
beauty of the wife of bis pradhdn, and conceives an irresistible passion 
for her. He contrives to send away Wailochan on some business, and 
goes to his house alone at night. .The- "wife of the pradhan and her 
favorite parrot praise the king for his true kingly qualities, and make an 
appeal to his better nature so as to make him see the impropriety of his 
intention. He is pleased with the sagacity and virtue of the woman, and 
returns home. The pradhin, on his return, learns of the nocturnal "visit 
of the king to his house, and becomes angry with, and suspicious of, bis 
• -wife. Several efforts are made by. his wife, her father, and the king to 
convince him of the groundlessness of his suspicion, but all in vain. 
He gets an opportuity and murders the king. But after some time the 
murder becomes known and the pradhdn confesses it before the son of the 
murdered king, but excuses himself on the ground of the great wrong he 
believed the murdered king did him. The young prince said that if his 
father was really guilty of the crime the pradhfin accused him "with, he 
was rightly served, but if he was innocent and the pradhdn’s suspicion 
groundless, the latter deserved to be punished ns a vile regicide. The 
parrot deposed in favor of the innocence of the late king. The pradhan’s 
"wife also made a most solemn declaration to the same effect, and was 
ready to undergo the severest ordeal in support of her unsullied chastity. 
-But the suspicious pradhan would not believe her but on one condition, 
that if she was really chaste, she would restore the dead king to life. 
The pradhan's "wife prays to the gods and calls on them to attest her in- 
nocence. They listen to her fervid appeal, and the murdered king is 
restored "to life. He not only forgives lus murderer, but acquits him of 
all blame and restores him to his former dignities and honors, and takes 
the whole blame on himself, because he allowed his wicked passion to get 
ascendancy over his "virtue and the true sense of his Idngly duties."” 

“ The Folk-lore of Guzerat, being legends and stories of the prince and 
the peasantry of Guzerat aud Katty war from oral tradition only,^' in 
volumes second and third, respectively, registered at Nos. 27 and 29 in the 
second and third quarterly catalogues, is a collection, some of the stories 
of nhieh are verj' interesting aud beautiful. The compilation is made 
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will conmdemlilc Itibor, rcscnrcli n>ul bUjII. "Tlio Rising Gcncmtion/' 
given ni. No. 85 inU>e first (innrterly ctitulogue, is n rcndiiljlo tnlo, writ- 
ten in a pleas.'iiiL nnd stnurL style. It is called tlio “ Rising Generation," 
bcc.aUBc it represents the tlioughts nnd aspirations of tlic rising reformed 
party. Among the pnlilications put nnder tliia head, there arc reprints 
of several very old nnd popular classical stories; hut ns they have np 
pcarod in the cntnlognes of the previous years, they have not been more 
particularly noticed hero. 

15. ILittorff , — Under this lic.ad there arc placed 22 volumcH, 10 
Mnhralti, 9 Guzernti, 1 Sindi, 1 Urdu, and 1 Persian. The follow- 
ing publications may he more particularly noticed under this head. A 
Historj' of the late Franco-German War, registered at No. 2S in -the 
second quarterly catalogue, and a History of the Sc]x)j’ Revolt of 
1857-68, registered at No. 4-7 of the fourth quarterly cat.aloguc, arc 
short but lucid narratives of mcmornhle and stirring events written in 
a plain and ngrccnhle style. Thej' .arc Mnhralti Iwoka. The History 
of Goa, ancient and modern, registered at No. 5G ofo th first qmirterly 
catalogue, is also a ^fahratti work which deserves mention. It is a his- 
tory of the small territory now in the possession of the Portugnesc Govern- 
ment. It consists of two parts. Ilie first describes the natnnd features 
of the country, its products, its ]>Qlitical divisions, the diflerent races 
which inhabit it, &c. The second part relates to its traditional ns well 
os its anlhentic histoiy' from the earliest to the present lime, ITjougli 
an humble, it is a commendable attempt of the author. 

IG. !Mr. Edalji Jamsetji Khori is publishing a history of the late 
Franco-German War in Guzernti in small parts for the convenience of 
the Buhscribers. It gives a pretty full account of the events of that 
war, and is adorned bj' fine wood-cuts. Four parts of this work, from 
five to eight, are registered during the 3 ’ear under report. “ ^^fumhaino 
bahnr, or a description of old and present Bomba}-, Volume I,” given 
at No. 78 in the third quarterly catalogue, is a ver}- big volume con- 
taining a history of Bombay from tho earliest times. It gives an aecouut 
of the several Hindu temples, public institutions, &c., of the place. 
But tho greatest portion of the work is devoted to the biographical 
sketches of several Hindu, Portuguese and Pars! families, old and new, 
which have achieved a name in the local history of the place. The 
work is evidently a production of mneh industry and patient research, 
nnd contains much interesting infonnation rcganling tho capital of 
Western India and the principal families residing in it. Jlost of tho 
remaining pubUcations under this head arc school manuals, containing 
outlines of the history of tho world, or of England, or India, or its pro- 
vinces such ns Deccan, Gnzerat, &c. They require no special remark. 

17 . Language . — This head has registered under it 67 works of vary- 
ing magnitude and merit. Almost nil of these publications are edu- 
cational works, being sehool-books of lessons, their explanations, small 
■vocabularies, elementary grammars, &c. and most of these are reprints. 
Tliey do not seem to require any special notice here. IMajor Candy’s 
English and Mahratti Dictionary, second and revised edition, comes under 
this head. This great and highly useful work, however, is too well- 
known to need any notice from mo liere. " Laghusidhdntn Knnmudi,” 
or a small Sanskrit treatise on grammar, with a Guzernti version of it. 
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at No. 02 i» tlio fonrtli (jitnrlorly r.atalo/n>o, rnny nlfo bo 
nifntioj'cil inon' partiiaibirly sm n useful mill dcscrviii"- ntk'inpt. by a

18. /ror, — Tbi;: bend comjmVpH It) worb.s under it. Tlicy nro mostly 
reprints of Foiue useful AetSj deebions of the llipb Courts, tirculnr 
imlcrs, and sueb matters ns are useful to tbi; native oflicinls and vnlcils 
wbo na' not. aefinniutwl witb tbo bbipli.«b latipiiape, in tbc tlisubarpc 
of tbeir pn'fe'siounl duties. Tbose arc useftd ]ml)lica(ionB in tbeir own 
.. w.ay, but reipiiic no .special remark liere. 

10. Mcitfinr . — Tliere are oiil}* three works entered under this bead 
this year. Tliey are too small to call for a F]>ceial nmiark. 

'20. Mhcrl/itrieiti.f. — 'I’liis is n very comprebeiisive bend; Ibcrc nro 
jdaecd under it 10, 'j piibliejitious of very various description, magnitude 
and merit. Suvonil numbers of several pcriodieals are entered under 
this bead. There arc twelve periodieals, six of which nrc in Mabnitti, 
and fi.x in Guzerati.

All these periodicals arc monthly. They contain articles on various 
subjects, literary, scientifid and religious, stories, dramas, criticism, poetry, 
anecdotes, and such light and amusing matter. The ^ Lamp of Truth” and 
the “ Dawn of Truth” arc religious periodicals, chiefly intended to propa- 
gate the doctrines of Protestant Cliristianity among tlie people of this 
country ; still the}’- devote much of tbeir space to literary and secular 
matter. The IMabrdtti School P.aper, tboiigli professedly designed for 
the use of the masters of the v’ernacular schools, contoius papers on 
literary subjects. These periodicals must be doing considerable amount 
of good by awakening and gratifying cariosity among the peojile and 
thereby cultivating and informing the popular mind and lumishing it 
with useful instruction and innocent amusement. 

. 21. Mahrfitti abridgments of the two old celebrated Sanskrit poems, 
the Rilmayan, and the Mab^bharat, arc placed under this head. Both

Oiio of lbc«o points out at vonn* len};lh llm manifoM evils of 
and duscribc.s the vnriou.s classfn of j.rofessional liee-ears wlm infe^t this 
old country. s\notber cs.say expatiates on the evil nSalts of int*ixii-n- 
iioii, and de.=crtl)cs the dilferont iiiloxiratitii; riilwtaiices nsed by lb*' 
natives of this connlry. Another cs.-.ay exis^-tss ami rtdiciib.'s nstroliery, 
and points out the ali.stirdily of its pretensions. All llnsj' t'-.-^.vy^ are in 
Gur.crati. A Giir.erati tr.uislati<*n of *' I/t)rd Glietterfield V a*Iviee to 
bis son,” registered at No. ti;} in the foiirtli quarterly nko 

may be noticed more particularly, as it is one of the few pertonuunccs 
proceeding from the pen of nit islucatwl native yming lady. The nittbou'-s, 
Airs. Klinrsedbaij informs ns in the Knglish preface attached to the little 
work, that siie was educate*! in the .Alexandra Native Girls' Ikiirli-sli Insti- 
tution, and the translation was one of the fniit.s of her jirivnte sttulics 
prosecuted at leisure hours after she left tlie school. She neknowicdgcs 
with ofl’eetionato gratitude tlio nssistanoo she lin*l received fnnn her 
husband in jiroparing this little useful work. 

24-. Poclr^, — This hrancli of literature seems to 1>o voty pojtukir among 
the natives of all classes, nnd particularly among the Gnzerati. sV 
prottj' large nnmher of work's, either original or rej'nidiu’lions, is issm-d 
by the native ])rc.ss every yoar._ The number of pnhlications oatak'gued 
during the year under rejiort nmoiints to one hundre-d and eleven. Of 
these the largest number, vie, forty-one, nre in Giwenili, twenty-five in 
AInbratti, twenty-two in Sanskrit or Sanskrit and Mahr.uti.and a few in 
Sindi, Urdu or Persian. Again, of the forty-one Gnzerali w;>rks, 
thirty are original productions, hut most of these latter nre not important 
enough to call for a special remark. 1 will mention more ]iarLioiilaly 
only a few under this popular head which nre either curious or of a classical 
reputation. 

• Ti^" * K.hy.an,” or the story of Nasiket. registered at No. 70 

^fni qnartoriy catalogue, is said to he an episode from the 

' irat. ihe story s.ays that N.asikct was a young Bnihmin, niii'a- 
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culously conceived and of great virtue and.piety. He goes bodily to the 
other world and is shown there by Yama, the king of tlie dead, the dif- 
ferent places of torture and joy which are allotted to the wicked and 
the virtuous respectively after death, according to the Hindu scriptures. 
" Bhawarth E.dmdyan Eknath Krit, or the substance of the Ram^yan by 
Eknath," is a very bi^ poem, and is registered at No. 20 in the first 
quarterly catalogue. • . Eknath is one of the old popular saints and poets. 
He is the author of several large works composed in an irregular but 
very popular metre. These works generally reproduce the contents 
of the old Sanskrit Pur£ns. They are aU held in great veneration by the 
people. The present work is a reproduction of the great Sanskrit epic of 
Walmiki. A complete collection of the poems of Tukar^m, &c., given 
at No. 17 in the second quarterly catalogue, is a publication of much 
importance in a literary point of view. Tukar^m is one of the popular 
and national poets. He is believed to be a saint and an inspired person. 
His pieces, though very numerous, are short and detached. They never 
treat any one subject at any length. He was, however, a great and 
powerful preacher. His' utterances are very impressive and earnest. He 
inculcates virtue and devotion, and fearlessly denounces hypocrisy and 
otlier vices.' "Walmiki E^mdyan, in two volumes, given at No. 98 in the 
second quarterly catalogpie, is a fine edition of that old and famous Sans- 
krit epic poem, with a Sanskrit commentary. The poem is too well 
known to the oriental scholars to require any notice of its contents here. 

“ Prokasha snhit shri Wallabha, Charya stuti ratnawali, or a string of 
gemlike praises of Wallabhachdrya, with a commentary called Prakfish, 
or light,” registered at No. 78 in the first quarterly catalogue, is a 
reprint of the Sanskrit work of some importance. The original consists 
of seventy three verses in praise of Wallabhachdrya, the founder of a sect 
and philosophical school called after his name. The verses are a good 
Sanskrit composition. The commentary is also learned and able in its 
own way. “ Bhaktirasayan, or the devotional medicine," given at No. 1 8 
in the first quarterly catalogue, is the first printed edition of the Sanskrit 
poem of a considerable size and literary merit. It sings the praises of 
the god Krishna. The poet, Hari Baba Shfotri, who lived at Nasik 
' about thirty or forty years ago, was a Sanskrit scholar who enjoyed con- 
siderable fame in this part of the country for his varied learning and his 
poetical genius. 

S6. Some classical Persian and Urdu publications are registered ' 
under this head. Among these may be more prominently mentioned two 
editions, one large undone small, of the Gazals of the famous Hafiz, and 
the Gulistan ot Shek Sadi in original Persian, and Kissa Marian and 
Banjamama in Urdu. The first three Persian poems are too well known 
to require any fuller notice here. The Urdu poems, though short, are 
very interesting and agreeable works. 

27. The next two heads. Politics and Philosophy, including mental 
and moral science, have no publications registered under them calling for 
especial remark. 

38. The next head, Peligion, comprises one hundred and twelve volumes, 
varying in magnitude and merit. ■ Every religion professed in the presi- 
dency is represented in this collection. Mahomedauism claims, this 
year, the largest number of works. They are either in Arabic, Persian,

In fact, it is one of the csscnti.il doctrines of thc.-o heretical Iiclicvers, 
expressly inculcated in their s.iercJ liooks, that their belief and pr3ct!C<t5 
should ticver he divuh.^1 to the uninilialcil, and should Iw tlatly deni'll. 
The extracts in troth these compihitions are nceominniod with .1 free 
translation into Guzemti. 

81. TVicve arc a few boohs on Jainism. They are generally prayer 
boohs, or hymns to the ditrerent T’irthanhnrs or doitlcd saints. Then,' is 
one publication under this head which may he noticed more particularly 
on account of its curious contents. It is entitled “ Nawa Tatwa Pra- 
harana,” or a treatise on the nine principles (of the Jain Philosophy), 
and is registered at No. 71 in the second quarterly catidogue. Tlic text 
is in Magadlii, and is accompanied witli a Guzerati paraphrase. Thu 
book treats of the nine great principles of the Jain Philosophy, such as 
life, non-life. merit, sin, misery^ salvation, &c. The work i's dry, and 
full of divisions and sub-dirisions of each of the nine categories men- 
tioned above. 

32. Zoroastrianism is also fairly represented in the publications com- 
prised under this head. There' are some reprints of the Awesta, or the 
Zoro.istriau scriptures; some Farsi prayer books; one or two sermons 
preached hy the Parsi high priests, and a few editions of some ancient 
works concerning this old faith. The following two or three books on 
this subject may lie more prominonlK' noticed here for the industry and 
research and learning evinced by their editors in preparing these works

Vc<la in style ns well as in ideas. These worhs arc evidently of great 
interest to the oriental scholars. 

yit. Tlie religion of the Jews even, who form n very small portion of 
(he population of the Presidonev, is represented in the collcclion of 
Works placed under this head, ^’liore is one hook in pure Hebrew, nnd 
two more in IJehrew nnd Mnhmtli, on the subject of religion. Tlicy 
arc, of course, small works nnd llicir contents nre not of such importance 
as to c.all for special remark. 

SI. TJio few publications registered under the two heads, namely 
"Science, rtalAerjallcaf," nnd "Science, nre small educational 

tracts intended for tlic use of vcmaculnr schools. They do not deserve 
any particular mention here. 

35. There is only ono volume placed under the last head " Voyages 
anti Trarcls." It is nn oripinnl work in Guaerati. It is entitled 
" Travels in England,” and is entered at No. 49 in the third quarterly 
catalogue. It is written by an intelligent Slahomcdan gentleman, who 
has described in it what he has seen and observed in England, nnd during 
the voyages to nnd from that country'. TIio hook is written in a simple 
and agreeable style, nnd is calculated to entertain nnd inform native readers. 

30. A glance at the statement prepared under the orders of the 
Government of India, quoted in para. 1 and appended to this report, 
shews that the largest number of publications, that is, more than two- 
sevenths of the whole number, goes under that most comprehensive of 
the heads “ Miscellaneous.” The next largest numbers, that is, more 
than onc-seventh, are to he found under each of the heads " Poetry” and 
" Religion.” " Fiction” nnd " Language” have between them about 
onc-seventh, divriding the number pretty equally between them. Thus 
only about one-seventh is left to the remaining ten lieads. Again, 
one-seventh of the total are educational, and the remaining six-sevenths 
are non-cducational works. 

37. There nre altogether 79 presses in the Presidency, ns is gathered 
from the quarterly catalogues published during the year under report.

2. As 1 remarked ln«L year, the register is incomplete. I find hy 
]»rivatc inquiry that hooks have been puhlishod during the year which 
have not t>ccn n'fpstcrcd, but there appears to be no reason for the non- 
registration of these particular works but the indifrcrcncc of the pub- 
lishers. 1 note, moreover, that no works have been registered from 
Cawnporc, where there arc at le.a.st two comparatively active presses. 
Probably the receiving office there has neglected to forward the books to 
Allahabad, aud inquiry should be made. One instance of non-registra- 
tion has been mentioned to me at another place, -irbicli was c-aused by the 
rejection of the work in the Collector’s oflicc as too expensive to be taken. 

3. I annex the statement required by the Government of India. The 
two first schedules arc prescribed by order, and I add the third to show 
the number of copies of educational and non-cducationnl works in three 
groups: (I) English; (2) Arabic, Persian, and Urdu ; (3) Sanskrit and 
Hindi.

Houghly calculated, the number of copies of (1) English cduealionnl 
works ; (S) Arabic, Persian and Urdu educational works ; and (3) Sans- 
krit and Hindi educational w’orks, stand in the ratio of 7 :.32:C1 jiarts of 
100. It would be a fair inferouee from this that the numbers of boys 
educated in English, Urdu and Hindi were similarly divided. It ap- 
pears from tbe statistics of 1873-74 that this is very nearly true.

(9.) The Religious works are of no importance except to the co- 
religionists of their authors. 

(10.) Mathematics . — The only noticeable work is the Hindi Trigo- 
nometry of Pandit Lakshmi Shankar, of the Benares College, for which 
a prize was awarded under the notification. 

(11.) Natural Science . — This is represented by a small treatise of 
50 pages, containing a list of Fossil Mammalia, by Mr. Gore ; a treatise 
of Botany in Urdu, -by Munshi Ganga Parshad of Moradabad, repub- 
lished from the pages of the Oajina Ulum j and the Vidyanknr, one of 
the most useful and popular school books in the coimtry, being an adap- 
tation of Chambers' Rudiments of Natural Science. 

(12.) Voyages and Travels are represented by Captain Marsh's “ Ride 
through Islam." I notice in the catalogue a few of the books which 
have received reward under the prize notification, e. g. (No. 186), another 
edition of the Urdu metrical version of Parnell’s Hermit, which is in- 
correctly entered as the “Poem of an Ascetic j” (No. 222) Raungki 
Hind, an essay on the advantages of the English rule, by an educated 
Muhammadan, apparently written for the benefit of the old school; 
(No. 244) Naiai-jul-Mdni, a series of interesting original tales of Indian 
life in the North-Western Provinces before this part of the country 
came under the Company’s administration. 

8. In conclusion I draw attention to the table which follows, show- 
ing the number and place of the Presses, from which it will be observed 
that Allahabad, Agra, Benares and Meerut are the centres of publica- 
tion. To these, however, should be added Cawnpore, the Presses of 
which town, though nothing has been received for registration in the 
Allahabad office, have not been idle. I place the two Government 
Presses at the head of the schedule to afibrd an indication of the work 
performed by them as compared with the 84 others. Thus it appears 
that 23 per cent, of the whole number of registered publications were 
issued by the Government. Obviously, very little capihal or enterprise 
is embarked in the printing and publishing trade. These are not the 
attributes of the class of natives who manage the business, hlany of 
the publishers are poor and involved in debt, and keep up next to no

From MAjoe "W. E. M. Holeotd, director of Piillic Instruction, Punjab, to 
the Officiating Secretary to Oovemment, Punjab {No. 025, dated 81st March 1870), 

I HAVE the honor- to submit the analysis of books registered in the 
Punjab during the year 1874 under Act XXV of 1807. 

2. The total number of works entered in the quarterly catalogues 
is 728, or 3.35 in excess of that shown in the analysis for 1873, but the 
actual increase is not so great as would appear. In the analysis for past 
years the several numbers of a periodical, or the different editions of the 
same book, were shown as one publication, whereas in the analysis for 
the year under report they are considered separately, and this practice' is, 
1 believe, followed in other provinces. The number by the old mode of 
calculation would be 488, or 95 in excess of that for the preAnous year, 
ffliis increase is partly to bo attributed to the fact that greater attention 
has been paid to the provisions of the Act, especially at Delhi, where the 
arrangements for receiving books for registration, and for paying for 
them when received, were formerly anything but satisfactory. 

3. The classification of the publications under the four general heads 
of Books, Pamphlets, Periodicals and Miscellaneous, is shown below : —

4. Of the works registered during the year, 4" 12 per cent, hre 
written in English ; 77‘74 per cent, in the Vernaculars ; 14'28 per cent, in 
Oriental classical languages, and 3‘84 per cent, in more than one language. 

5. I shall now proceed to notice the most prominent of the' works 
under each of these four heads in the order of subjects. 

_G. It -will^ be seen from the analysis that of the 30 English works 
regstered during the year, 25 are original and 6 reprints. Among the 
former, which comprise chiefly law reports, annotated editions of the 
Acts of the Legislative Council, and reports on missions and mission 
schools, the most important is “Notes on real Property” by the late 
Mr. Leighton, an advocate of the Chief Court. 
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Tlie rcjirints consist of four educntional books^ nnd n Manual of Law 
for the Punjab by Mr. Spitta^ Barrister-at-Law. 


' 7. The following statement shows the classification of the Ternacular 
publications according to subject and language : — 
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Biography . — ^There is no original work to be noticed under this head. 
The two works shown in the statement are reprints, both of a semi- 
religious character and full of exaggerated statements. The one con- 
tains brief sketches of the lives of Hindu saints, and the other the life 
of Bdbfi, N^nak, the founder of the Sikh religion. 

Fiction . — ^The works comprised under this head are aU reprints, and 
have been noticed in several previous reports, especially in that for 1873. 

Ri story . — Under History, the only original work to be noticed is a 
History of Baddhn, by Shaikh Abdul Ha6. The two reprints are educa- 
tional books used in schools in the Punjab. 

Langmge . — The books under this head are almost all educational, 
and nearly half have Ireen published at the Government Book Depot, 
Lahore. Those worth noticing are (1), the “ Khalid-i-Afgdni,” the text 
book for the examination of civil and military officers in the language 
of the Afghdns; (Z) “ Yavan Bhasha kd vaiya karan/’ a grammar of 
the Greek language in Hindi, compiled by the Reverend Mr. Hooper, 
Principal of the Divinity College, Lahore, for the use of students in that 
institution ; and (3) the “ Majfdis-un-nisa," a story of domestic life 
amongst Muhammadans, written in an elegant style. Tlie author of 
the last of these books, which is well suited for use in Muhammadan 
female schools, received a prize of Bs. 400 from the hands of His Excel- 
lency the Viceroy nnd Governor General of India at the educational 
darker held at Delhi in March 1875. 

Law . — Tlie large number of books under this head are, with one 
exception, written in Urdu. They consist of numbers of law journals, 
Acts of the Legislative Council, manuals for the instruction of patwiirfs, 
a subject which has of late attracted more than usual attention, selected 
decisions of the Chief Court, translations of jMaciiaughten’s Hiudu and 
Muhammadan Law of Inheritance, &c. ; but the only hooks which 
deserve special mention are the translations of Addison^s laiw of Torts 
by Pandit Ihij Nath, a pleader of the High Court, North-Western Pro- 
vinces, nnd of Newhery’s Schcilule of Local aud Special Laws by the 
translators of the Government Book Depot. 
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Medicine. — In ttiis the year has produced "the following useful 
■works : — 

(1.) Translalion of Dr. Hall.am^s Treatise on Cattle Diseases, by 
Dr. Kahim Khan, Khan B.ahadur.* 

(2.) The elements of materia medic.a adapted to the British phar- 
• macopoeia of 1S67, and the Indian pharmacopccia of 1869, 
by the same author. 

. (8.) E.isdla-i-Dar-Bdb-i-Zarumt-i-lngana, Tika,'^ a treatise on 
the necessity of vaccination, by Assistant Surgeon Sahib 
Ditta. 

The " Bahar-i-Hikmat,” a medical journal, noticed in several pre- 
■vious reports, still continues to bo edited by Dr. Rahim Khan, and 
publish^ under the auspices of the Punjab University College. The 
other works on medicine are based on either the Greek or the Hindd 
system, and none arc of any special importance. 

Miscellaneoris . — This comprises almanacs, military publications, ele- 
mentary works on geography, reports of societies established to amelio- 
rate the social condition of the natives of India, treatises on astrology 
and the interpretation of dreams, and other books of a miscellaneous 
character. The most remarkable among them is the '‘Rahnuma-i- 
Delhi,” or Guide to Delhi, by a European clerk in the Office of. the 
Deputy Commissioner of that district. It is written in an elegant and 
purely native style. For the histoincal portion of his work the author 
is indebted mainly to educational books; for the archteological, to the 
works of Sayad Ahmad Khan, Mr. Cooper and Major Harcourt, and to ■ 
the researches of General Cunningham. 

The fac similes of some of the inscriptions, and the pictures of a few 
of the most remarkable buildings which it contains, are not well executed. 

Foetry. — ^The publications included under this head are of various 
kinds. There are religious and moral poems, amatory verses, love tales, 
bazdr song^, and poems of a miscellaneous nature. The bazdr songs are 
the most numerous. They are of two kinds : first calanders, which 
pi-t-procc •ttie ^ief of a iruEtress in the absence of her lover during the 
twelve months of the year ; second Biharfis, so called because every verse 
or every stanza in them begins with a letter of the alphabet in consecu- 
tive order. The subject-matter of these songs is either amatory or 
didactic. The most notable of the new works produced under this 
group during the year are the following : — 

L " Hinjar-i-Silik,'’’’ or the poetical works of Sdlik, a pupfl. of the 

• late Jlirza Nanslm, Galib. 

n. “ Akhlfiq-i-Hindi''’ and " Manfi.i(it-i-Hmdi,^' two poems by Rai 
Kanhaiy/i Lfil, Executive Engineer, Lahore, of which the 
former contains moral lessons in verse, and the latter prayers. 

III. “ Qulshan-i-Sarwari,” by Guldm Sarwar of Lahore, contains also 
moral lessons and is written in imitation of the Karima of Sddi. 

The poems by Rai Kanhaiyd Lfil and Gnlfim Sarwar have been 
noticed not so much on account of any excellence in their style, or for 
their poetical merits, hut because they are attempts in a new and 
commendable direction. The collection of poems read at the assemblies 
of poets held at the Anjuman Hall, Lahore, some of which, especially 
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tliose I)}' Maulvi ^Tiilmmmad Hussnin, Arabic Professor of the Lahore 
Government College, and by Jlanlvi Altaf Hussain, Assistant Trans- 
lator in tlie Government Book Dcp6t, are much admired, were printed 
in supplements to tbe Akhlar-i-Anjuman, but have not been registered. 

Politics and Philosophy. — The only work to be noticed under politics 
is a Treatise on political economy bj' tavo ifaulvis of Aligarh, for which 
they gained a reward under the prize notification of His Honor the 
Lieutenant-Governor, North-'Westem Provinces. 

The work under Philosophy is a reprint of “ Bahdg Bhari,” a treatise 
on practical philosoph}’ by hlunshi Kanhaiy^ Liil, of Lndhifina, who has 
been striving very earnestly to revive the Vcdantic system of religion 
among the Hindhs. The productions of this author, tboilgh admired 
for their wit and humour, do not find much favor with the natives on 
account of their pantheistic principles. 

Peligion. — Of tbe IIG works entered under this head, 53 are Chris 
tian, 29 !Muhammadan, 11 Sikh, 20 Hindu, and 3 Brahmo. The firs 
comprise chiefly tracts, translations of portions of the Old and Nm 
Testaments, and records of coutroversies with Mussulmans and Brahmoi 
Of the klussulman publications, 10 are controversial, 2 are commentarie 
on the Quriin ; 2 are confined to religious observances ; 3 are devotional 
1 contains an account of the prophetic light alleged to have been givei 
to Muhammad by God, and 1 justifies the mourning held by tbe Shia 
during the Muharram to commemorate the martyrdom of Hasan am 
Husain, the grandsons of ^luhammad. 

The Sikh publications are, without exception, devotional. Th 
Hindu works comprise 10 numbers of a periodical edited by Munsh 
Kanhaiyd L41, several editions of Bhfigwat GitA, or the philosophy sail 
to have been inculcated by Krishna, translated into Hindi or Urdu 
books based on the Git^, and devotional and legendary publications 
There are also among them a work written in vindication of idol worship 
and a translation of a philosophical drama which inculcates Vedantism 

The Brahmo works are not of sufficient importance to require notice 

Mathematical Science. — Of the 21 Urdu publications under this head 
7 are due to the labors of Munshi Zakfi-tJlla, Professor of Vernacula 
Literature and Science, Muir Uollege, Allahabad. They consist o 
translations of. Todhunter’s or Barnard Smith's works on mathematics 
The 3 new works translated by the Munshi during the year are (1) Kej 
to Barnard Smith's Arithmetic ; (2) Exercise to Books V, VI, XI anc 
XII of Euclid; and fS) Key to Todhunter’s Mensuration. 

Among the remaining 14 works, one-half are the- publications o: 
the Government Book Depflt, and one-half are either keys to educationa 
books compiled chiefly by teachers of vernacular schools, or cheaj 
editions of those books badly printed. 

The only Hindi work on this subject worth noticing is a translatioi 
of the “ Lilawati," the well-known Sanskrit work on arithmetic anc 
mensuration. 

Natural Science. — ^This includes two’entries. ■ The one book containi 
in Gurmukhi a description of natural objects and of some modem usefu 
inventions. The other is a translation, -written in a very inelegant anc 
unintelligible style, of chapters on magnetism and electricity frort 
Joyce’s Scientific Dialogues. ' The translator, Eugh Nith D^s, receivec 
for it a prize of Rs. 600 from the Punjab University CoUege. 
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8. Tlic classical books are thus distributed

Language . — The Arabic books Tznder this head consist of alphabets 
and grammars, none of any special importance. 

Of the Persian publications, with two exceptions, all are educational. 
They comprise readers, grammars, and guides to letter-uTiting. The 
work that deserves mention among them is a Commentary on the 
“ Sikandar Ndma” by Muhommad Paqir. 

Law . — ^The work under this head is a reprint, and has been noticed 
before. 

Medicine . — ^The two Persian books on medicine are based on the system 
of the Greeks, and the one in Sanskrit on that of the Hindus. It can- 
not be expected that in these days, when Urdu is so much the language 
in vague, any one could be found willing to undertake to write books 
on medicine on the English system in a classical language, nor would 
they be of much use if they were so written. 

Miscellaneoua . — The three Arabic books under this group are the 
genealogies of some of the most remarkable teachers of Sufiism. 

The Persian works consist of various editions of the “ Mashq-i- 
natdliq," or Persian copy-slips, and treatises on the interpretation of 
dreams. 

Poetry . — ^There are no Arabic works to note. Of the 21 Persian 
books, 11 are reprints of educational readers, and the remaining 10 are of 
-a religious character, the most remarkable among them being the 
" Masnavi-i Maulana-i-Rdm," a work which is highly admired for its 
teaching in Sufiism. Sanskrit poems are chiefly panegyrics on Shiva, 
"Vishnu, or the Ganges. 

Religion . — ^The works comprised under this head are, with one 
exception, connected with Muhammadanism. 

They consist of the Qurkn, chapters of the Quran printed separately, 
treatises on Muhammadan law, and books on Sufiism, devotion, rituals, 
miracles of saints, &c. “ Kdsfliifal-mahjfib,’ or the mysteries of Sufiism 
explained, may perhaps be noticed among original religious books. The 
letters of Imfi.m-i-Rabhdni on the same subject have been mentioned 
in previous reports. 

9. Among books written in more than one language, the following 
deserve to be noticed : — 

1. "Biluchi hand-book, by Mr. Gladstone, of the Punjab Civil Service, 

2. “ Kamand kiya nit sdr," the text and translation of a Sanskrit 

work on ethics, published by Sarddr Atar Singh, of Bhadour. 

3. “ Sbarb-i-Diwdn-i-Hdfiz," the text and commentary of the works 

of Hafiz, published by the Educational Department. 
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The religions works under this head are not of any special impor- 
tance. Those connected with Muhammadanism consist of ritmls, 
prayers, sermons, traditions of Muhammad, and 'Wahdbi publications, 
directed chiefly against the orthodos: sect, or those who blindly follow 
the doctrines of either of the four Imdms. The Hindd books comprise 
“G^t^L'' noticed above, and the “SatNfirSyan ki-kath^,'' the story of 
a man of the mercantile class who . lost his all and suffered many calam- 
ities through neglect to attend to the observances prescribed for the 
worship of the Sat Nardyana, the true God, No literary work of any 
importance has appeared during the year. The demand continues to be 
alinost exclusively confined to school-books, treatises on Jaw, and love 
tales, ballads, and works of a religions or controversial character. It is 
worthy of remark, that whilst there is, as might be expected, a great 
preponderance of Urdu books, on the whole, Panjabi is still able to hold 
its own in popular songs and ballads of which the great majority are in 
that language.

3. The above table shows an increase of 67 boobs. The increase is 
scarcely to bo considered as anj'tbing more than nomiunl, for the 
anal 3 'sis of 1873 was incomplete, ns it referred only to nine months of 
the j’ear and not to the whole j’ear. Tlris circumstance was explained in 
paragraph 3 of this office No. 4C, dated dtli April 1874, addressed to tho 
Secretarj' to tho Chief Commissioner. 

4. There has been some little improvement in tho number of boobs 
registered under tho provisions of Act XV of 1SG7. In 1873 no boobs 
of anj- kind were registered, except those published by tho Educational 
Department. During tho year under report the copyrights of tyo boobs 
have been registered ; one of these is an English hook, termed the Luck- 
now Guide; tho other an Urdu book, called Gulshan-i-Isliq. The 
amount realized from the registration of these two books was Bs. 4, and 
this sum has been remitted to the Trc.asury under the Chief Commis- 
sioner’s order contained in your Office No. 3037, dated 3Gth May 1874. 
Whenever a hook is sent to me for registration, I send a note to tho 
proprietor of tho copyright . advising him to har^e a notice of the fact 
printed on tho title page. In order to make the publio acquainted with 
the advantages of having copyrights registered, I had a notice pub- 
lished last April in the Educational Gazette.

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6. In reference to tlio question ''in wliat direction vemncular litera- 
ture is spreading/^ it is evident tliat in this province at least it has not 
yet shown any signs of leaving its old gi’oove— Kcligion and Poetry. 
The few scientific works that have been published are republicatione of 
old works which were originally translated or compiled from English 
books^ and none of them are important enougb to deserve special men- 
tion. Under the head " Religion " are included some of the standard 
Arabic and Persian works on Eiqha, or jurisprudence, a science, if it can 
be called so, which is very, extensively cultivated b}' Mahomcdans, but 
which is placed so entirely upon a religious basis ns scarcely to be 
deserving the name of science as understood in the European sense. 
Next in importance to the religions w'orks published during the j’ear 
are the sufistie poems, of which the one by Jlaulvi Rdm is the most 
generally respected. The writings of the Sufis or Mystics are highly 
appreciated by Mahomednns of the Sunni sect. 

6. Some of the Arabic and Persian works in history, such as Raiizat- 
ns-safn and Mauntakhab-ul-Tawarikh, are of sufficient value to deserve 
special mention. Of the Hindi works, the republication of the Mahi 
Bharat is the most important. 

7. Regarding the school books published in 1874 no special notice 
is necessary in this report, as the names of these are given in the separ- 
ate list herewith enclosed. Among school books I have included only 
those intended for use in Government or aided schools. I have not 
included those which are used in indigenous schools, because almost all 
such books belong equally to the class " General Literature,’^ for the only 
books either in prose or poetiy used in the indigenous schools are such 
as have been written by ' standard classical authors in either Persian, 
Arabic or Sanskrit. 

8. The only two districts in which printing Presses seem to exist are 
Sitapur and Lucknow ; and of these, the Nawalkishore Press is by far- 
the largest and most important.

— “ 1 in Telugu and 7 in Hindustani, while the 

Indian classical languages were represented by 8 works in Sanskrit (with 
Kanarese translations or notes) and one in Persian. 


2. The analysis further shews that 14, or one-fourth, of the publica- 
tions were connected with religion. The next in point of number were 
law-books, of which there were 9, mostly translations of the Acts of 
Government. The drama, poetry and fiction are represented by 7, 6 
and 6, respectively. The other heads have all 1 or 2, except travels and 
voyages, under which there is no entry. The following is a comparative 
statement of the number of works under each head for 1873 and 1874 : — 
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3.^ Biography . — The only work is a life of Kabira Dfisa, a religious 
mendicant who lived in the time of Akbar, and used to travel between 
oenngbam and Serinewintam... 
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4-. Drama. — All tlie works classed as dramatical are YaJisha gana, or 
compositions adapted to ttc stage. These plays, consisting more of 
singing and recitative than of acting,- are not of a high order of merit, 
nor is their performance patronized ns a rule by the upper classes, hut 
they are extremely popular in some parts of the country. The stage is 
generally a temporary one erected in the street, the artists, are men and 
hoys, and the performance invariably lasts all night from about 9 1. sr. 
to day-light. The Talala gana registered this year are all based upon 
episodes of the Mahdhdrata, and are, with one exception, exhibitions of 
combat. 

5. Fiction consists of the repuhlication of popular tales and stories. 

6. Eitiorg. — ^The only work is an epitome of the History of India in 
Hindustani, edited at Allahabad. 

7. Language. — A Persian Grammar and a Hindustani First Reader 
make up the two works entered in this class. 

8. Law, — ^Translations of Government Acts and Rules. 

9. Medicine. — Dr. Conquests Outlines of Midwifery, with a Kanarese 
translation, under the title of Sntiha Satira Sangraha, is a useful work 
which does credit 'to the translator, S. Arokyam Pille,. dresser in the 
Central Jail, Bangalore, already favonrahly known as the editor of other 
medical publications. 

IQ. MAtcellaneoue . — ^Undet this head has been entered a Description 
of Ealehii, by Captain Mackenzie of the Mysore Commission, — a small 
hand-book to that ancient capital and its famous temple. 

11. Politics . — ^The work classed as political is entitled Vriddha Chahi- 
Jcya. It consists of -moximB in Sanskrit conformabla to the political 
doctrines of the minister Chanikya, an Indian Machiavelli, whose ex- 
pedients were successful in raising the celebrated Chandra Gupta to the 
throne, a story dramatized in the ilndra Rakshasa. It is interspersed 
.with moral precepts and is accompanied with a Kanarese translation. 

12. The Philosophical and Seligioiis works call for no special remarks. 
The latter consist . chiefly of hymns, prayers, and divine songs. The 
most interesting are -the Christa- Sabhe Pmrthane, a Christian liturgy in 
Kanarese, and the Brahmananda Sdtaka or hymns of the Brahmo 
Somaj, also in Kanarese. 

13. Mathematical Science is represented' by Zuhdat iul Eissab, an 
Arithmetic in Hindustani, by Mr. Alexander, Inspector of Schools, 
Irahore. 

14. Natural Science includes a Sanskrit work on Palmistry, with 

Kanaresetranslation, and a Hindustani, work on Natural History, ap- 
parently a translation made in the North of India. * 

15. It is diiflcult to determine how many works' registered are ori- 
ginal. As a rule,' all those published as a first edition have been taken

herewith an analysis of pnhlications registered in the province of Assam 
during tho year 1874', under Act XXV of 1807. 

2. I am to say that tho Act had never hoen systematically worked 
in the districts of this province. An ofliccr had been appointed to 
register books at Calcutta, but Presses in Assam do not seem to have 
sent works to him, before Dr. C. A. hlarlin was appointed to register 
.hooks for this province in July 1874. On the llith October 1874 he 
received from a Baptist Alission Press in tho province single copies of 
some works printed in the Press and published by its Slanagcr, some 
of which were dated on the title page 1873, and others not dated at all. 
He accordingly wrote to the Manager of the Press to enquire if the 
books were sent to him in his capacity as Registrar of Books under Act 
XXV of 1867. From tho jManageris reply it was elicited that the books 
published in that Press had not hitherto been registered at all, and the 
Press itself had never been registered. Action was taken to have the 
Press registered, and the ilanagcris attention was called to the penalties 
to whicli ho had rendered himself liable through having neglected to 
comply with the requirements of tho Act. As there was plainly no 
intention to evade the law, no action was taken under section 13 of the 
Act. I am to observe that when yonr letter No. 271, dated the 10th 
February 1876 was received, the attention of the Chief Commissioner 
had already been called to this subject. 

8. The five books classified in the table annexed were in reality 
published in tho last quarter of tho year 1874. These five books are all 
written in tho Assamese langua^. Three of them are Primers and. Easy 
Stories for school.childTen and have been classified under the head 
" Miswllaneous one is an elementary book on Mathematics, and the 
fifth is an easy book on Natural Science in familiar dialogues. Two of 
these hooks are in their first edition, the others being in their 2ad, 3rd, 
and 5th editions, respectively. 

4. As no books appear to have been registered before this year, no 
comparison can be drawn between the number of books published in 
the year under review and of those published in preceding years, 

_ 6, All the publications were educational works, and three of thorn 
suited only for primary instruction.
